Soon after 
hig return home. it is charged, he began 
to threaten the lives of a number of Put- 
nam’s best citizens. 

He attacked young Calhoun Adams and 
was in the act of murdering him when 
Robert Adams, who had been told of the 
attack on his brother, happened to come 
up and shot and killed Cuyler to save his 
younger brother’s life. He wag declared 
justifiable in the act. 

Robert Adams, though repeatedly warn- 
(ed by friends, hoped the feud would die 
Out, But on the afternoon of the !7th of 
June, 1907, Adams, while at work in his 
farm, was shot from ambush and died in 
a short while afterwards. 

His wife and child, who were asleep in 
the house, were aroused by the shots, 
and outcries of the cook. 

Named Cree Jones. 

The wife asked her husband who did 
the shooting. He answered twice, ‘‘Cree 
Jones.’ She asked. why. He replied: 
“Nothing”—his only words. 

Before the shooting, Porter Jones, it 
is stated, appeared at a neighborhood 
store, seeking for cartridges. He asked 
the clerk if he had heard anything from 
up the road, and when told of Robert 
Adams’ death, is said to have replied, 
“Thank God, I killed him.”

Clared, that Constantine murdered the 
woman after a dispute about the mon- 
ey he owed.

Even 
before this was done Gf¢hfuegos was 
given a house cleaning such as it had 
never known before. The men who de- 
vote themselves to the prevention of 
disease won a signal victory in Cuba 
immediately after the Spanish-Amecican 
war. Had they -continued In charge of 
the situation, it is extremely doubtful if 
the fed recent cases of the once dreaded 
scourge would have appeared in the 
island. Sa ae 

On the isthmus of. Panama, through- 
out the canal zone where the Ameri- 
cans have full swing, yellow fever has 
been conquered for the first time in the 
history of that region. In a recent inter- 
view, Dr. Paul M. Carpenter, of Milton, 
Mass., chief of the sanitary depart- 
ment in the zone town of Empire, 
says that so thoroughly has the war on 
the troublesome mosquito been carriese 
on that “although: every bed is provided 
with. a mosquito wetting, these defenses 
are now falling into @isuse. In hundreds 
of bedrooms, although the mosquito net- 
ting is stil] visible, it hangs looped from 
the ceiling and is never dropped about 
the bed.’’ Egery intelligent American 
knows that, when the mosquitoes have 
been killed off and proper sanitary regu- 
lations enforced,.the danger of the 
spread of yellow fevér has been practi- 
cally eliminated. ; 

Of course, yellow fever will appear 
from time to time, notwithstanding he 
fight waged against it. Un 1905 there 
was in New Orleans what was, accord- 
ing to present ideas, an epidemic; yet 
it Was smal] indeed, when compared 
with the ravages of the same scourge 
before the doctors had discovered the 
pernicious activities of the mosquitoes 
ang begun their wars upon these pests. 
Thus, in 1878, in an epidemic in the 
Mississippi valley, 15,934 people died 
and the number of oases exceeded 74,- 
000. 

Even before the adoption of modern 
methods in combating the disease, some- 
thing had been accomplished by strict 
quarantine regulations. During the first 
sixty years of the nineteenth century,, 
yellow fever prevailed almost annually 
in one or more of the southern seaports 
of the United States and frequently ex- 
tended its ravages to interior towns. 
In fact, the permanent residents of 
southern cities commonly regarded it as 
a disease of the climate and a netes- 
Sary evil against which it was useless 


The fight with yellow: fever may 
regarded as already won. The battle 
with the great white scourge is being 
waged with increasing vigor throughout 
the world and i!t is confidently predict- 


culosis will be almost as rare as small- 
pox. Diphtheria has lost many of its 
terrors. Typhoid is also regarded as 
doomed, although it !s still a serious 
menace In all parts of the world. And 
the activities of the doctors who de- 
vote their talent and energy to preven- 
tion rather than cure are not confined 
to the battle with -contagious and in- 
fectious diseases. A noted physician in 
Boston has built up a large practice 
among people who are perfectly well 
and who go to him at stated intervals 
so that, acting under his advice, they 
may keep well. 

The universities are beginning to 
make special provisions for the training 
of the men who will in the future devote 
themselves to stamping out @fsease 
rather than to curing it after it has at- 
tacked mankind. Thus the George 
Washington University in this city num- 
bers among its faculty General George 
M. Sternberg, who holds the title of 
professor of preventive medicine. Gen- 
eral Sternberg, who was surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States army from 
i893 until 1902, learned by practical 
experience how to deal with contagious 
diseases, for he served through numer- 
ous cholera and yellow fever epidemics, 
had command of the medical service in 
the war with Spain and was a member 
and secretary of the Havana yellow 
fever commisé@ion of the nailonal board 
of health in 1[879.,

Sternberg finds that, according to the 
best estimates, the average length of 
human life in the sixteenth century was 
lews than 20 years. At the present time. 
it is more than twice as long and during 
the past 25 years the average duration 
of life has been lengthened by about s!x 
years. During’ the first 35 years of the 
past century, the vital statistics of the 
city of London showed a mortality of 
about 29 o a thousand. At the present 
time the mortality in that great city has 
been reduced to from 17 to !9 per thous- 
and. Even more notable results have 
been obtained {in many parts of the clv- 
ilized world as knowledge ang methods 
in the prevention of infectious diseases 
have increased and improved and as hj 
gienic conditions have been bettered. 
Notwithstanding the story told by 
such satistics, there ig plenty of work 
ahead for the experts In the prevention 
of disease. The census bureau found 
that more than 35,000 people died of ty- 
phoid in the United States in 1900. <Ac- 
cording to the census returns there were 
11,000 deaths from tuberculosis in the 
same year and it is probable that the 
total number was at least 145,000. Yet 
with increasing numbers of young men 
studying preventive medicine in schools 
such as that maintained by the George 
Washington university. with greater 
public knowledge of sanitation and with 
improved conditions of living, the tri- 
umphs of the past will be surpassed by 
the victories of the future. So the doc- 
jtor who never makes a cure will be one 
of the most useful members of the com- 
munity, devoting his life to reasearch 
work and to service on boards of health 
land similar bodies.

GOOD SERVICE NECESSARY 


And No Taxes Should’ Be Laid That 
Would Result in Injuring Ser- 
vice—Low Rates ws. Frane- 
chise Taxation Subject 
ef Two Papers. 


Norfolk, Va., September 18.—The 
eleventh annnal convention of the 
American League of Municipalities open- 
ed here today for a session of four 
days, with an attendance of upwards of 
200, including delegates from several] of 
the larger Oanadian eities that have re- 
cently become members of the league. 
Judge Edward F. Dunne, the former 
“municipal ownership’’ mayor of Chica- 
g0o, presided.

President Dunne, reviewing the re- 
port of the American Civie Federation's 
special investigation committee, said 
‘hat the report was encouraging to the 
advocates of municipal ownership. 

An address on “Low Rates for Pub- 
lic Service v. Franchise Taxation,’ by 
Allan Ripley Foote, of Columbus, Ohio, 
followed. 

Taxing Pablic Utilities. 

Mr. ®oote said: 

“The most useful tax to place on 
public service corporations,” said he, 
“is to require them to provide a serv- 
ice capacity much greater than is suf- 
ficient to supply present demands, and 
to extend their service lines beyond 
present paying limits, thus causing them 
to serve as a factor in improving and 
building up the ever widening limits of 
the municipality, increasing and diversi- 
fying the industries of fts Innabitants 
and contributing to their comfort and 
prosperity. Investments in public serv- 
ice utilities™should be Ilmited only by 
the requirements to be provided» for, 
and the right of way for thelr service 
lines should be unobstruc:ed.

“That the statistics of municipal af- 
fairs, and of public service utilities, 
however owned and operated, may be 
properly developed, it is necessary that 
the state shall establish a department 
of public accounting and inspection, as 
an independent department of state, 
properly organized and equipped, to 
cover all features of municipal affairs, 
and of the public utilities that supply 
the public needs of municipalities and 
of their inhabitants.

How Michigan Deals With Question 

The address of Mayor W. W. Todd, of 
Jackson, Mich., on the same subject, 
who was detained bv business, was 
read by Secretary MacVicar, and was 
in part as follows: 

“Personally, my experience and obser- 
vation have taught me that the creatures 
of the public corporation have not borne 
their just share of taxation. ‘Their fi- 
nancial strength has given them undue 
political influence. This influence has 
been exerted to the detriment. of the 
people in many cases. Michigan believes 
In equal opportunities, equal rights and 
equal taxation. Her cities, like those 
of most other states, derive their powers 
through the legislature. 

“The leguslature of 1900 on the’ rec- 
Ommendation of Governor Pingree, re- 
pealed the charter of the Michigan Cen- 
tral railway and compelled the railroad 
to carry for two cents per mile, 

“Events immediately demonstrated the 
wisdom of this course, for it wes not 
only beneficial to the people, but to the 
railroads as well. 

“The former paid less for their trans- 
portation, and the latter, through in- 
creased traffic, obtained better revenue.” 

Mayor Todd also related to the move- 
ment which brought about the two-cen: 
fare later in Michigan: “I mention these 
facts simply to show that great corpor- 
ations in Michigan at least (and I think 
Michigan is no exception to the genera! 
rule) have received’ special favors in 
years gone by, and that it only requires 
an awakened public conscience to secure 
the treatment from these public. service 
corporations to which the people are 
entitled. 

No Taxation of Franchises. 

“The Michigan law forbids the taxa- 
tion of franchises as such, but allowg the 
commission to take them into consider- 
ation in fixing values as a whole. 1+ 
is clear to my mind that the real ob- 
ject of any public service corporation, 
so far as the people are concerned, is 
to serve the public fairly, impartially 
and at just and reasonable rates. This 
eannot be directly. ‘and I hardly think 
indirectly, accomplished by imposing a

Boise, Idaho, September !8.—A war- 
rant was today issued for the arrest 
of Sumner G. Moon and James L. Bar- 
ber, of Eauclaire, Wis., millionaire 
officers of the Barber Lumber Com- 
pany, and Horace B. Pan, of Burling- 
ton, Conn., indicted for conspiracy to 
defraud the government.

CASH FARES ON TRAINS 
IS CAUSE OF COMPLAINT 


Railroad Commission Asked to Deny Railroads Right to 
Charge Extra Cent Per Mile on Fares Paid 
to the Conductors. 


_ a 


A complaint has been made to the 
railroad commission of Georgia about 
the rule which permits railroads to 
charge an extra cent a mile of pas- 
séngers who have either neglected or 
been unable through some reasons to 
provide themselves with tickets be- 
fore bogYting the train. 

In a letter written to the commission, 
John A. Sibley has suggested that the 
matter be considered by the members 
of Georgia's railroad tribunal, and 
that this body deny the roads the 
right to charge the extra cent. 

Recently Mr. Sibley left Chattanooga 
for Atlanta over the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, buying transportation 
from Chattanooga to Graysville. On 
reaching Graysville he tendered cash 
fare to the conductor for the distance 
from that town to Marietta, and was 
charged 3 cents a mile, the regular 
rate allowed by the commission on 
tickets bought at stations on this road 
being 2 cents a mile.

Western and Atlantic railroad, now ieased 
| to the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway, should charge a. rate of two cents 
pe? mile. 

On September 16, 1907, bought a ticket from 
Chattanooga to Grayeville, Ga., and then 
when I tendered the payment to the con- 
ductor from Graysville to Marietta, Ga., he 
charged three cents per mile. 

I understand that it is customary on roads 
in Georgia to charge a passenger a@n excess 
of one cent per mile for fares paid to con- 
ductors when said passenger. has no ticket. 
I wish to protest against this charge. 

In other states on many roads a charge 
in advance of ticket rate is only ten cents 
for each ticket regardless of the distance 
traveled. The conductor making such 
charge gives a receipt to the passenger 
which entitles him to a rebate of ten cents 
whenever this receipt is presented to any 
railway ticket office of said company. The 
presentation of this receipt ‘of course forces 
the conductor to make his returns on the 
fare collected, thereby insuring the com- 
pany’s ability to collect all that {s due them 
for passengers. 

I respectfully suggest that you make a 
ruling embodying above idea, thereby sav- 
ing numbers of passengers the excess that 
is now extortioned from them. 

In support of the above idea. I hereby hand 
you the cash fare receipt that was given 
me by the conductor on train No. 1 on Sep- 
tember 16, 1907. for my fare between Grays- 
ville and Marietta, Ga., said fare being

Poe's Opinion of His Own Stories. 

(Brander Matthews, in Scribner's.) 

It is in a letter: to Philip Pendleton 
Codke. written in -1846, that Poe dis- 
paraged his detective stories and de- 
clared that they “owe most of their 
popularity to being something in new 
key, I do not mean to say that they 
are not ingenious, but* people think them 
more ingenious than they are—on ac- 
count of their method and air of meth- 
od. In the murders in the Rue Mor- 
gue, for instance, where js the _ §in- 
genuitvy of unraveling a web which you 
yourself (the author) have woven for 
the express purpose of unraveling? The 
reader is made to confound the _  in- 
genuity of the suppositious Duptn with 
that of the writer of the story.’ Here, 
surely, Poe [{s overmodest: at least he 
overstates she case against himself. The 
ingenuity of the atthor obvioustfy lies 
in his invention of a web which seem- 
ingly cannot be unraveled ana@ which 
nevertheless one of the characters of 
the tale, Legrand or Dupin, succeeds 
in unraveling at last. This ingenuity 
may be, in’one way, less than tnat re- 
quired to solve-an actual problem in 
real life; but it also, in another way, 
more, for it had to invent its own 
puzzle and to put this together so tha: 
the secret seemed to be absolutely hid- 
den, although all the facts needed to 
solve it were plainly presented to the 
reader. , 

In the same letter to Coanke Poe re- 
marked on the “wide diversitv and va- 
riety’’ of his tales when contrasted one 
with another, and he asserted tha’ he 
gid not consider any one better than 
another. ‘There is a vast variety of 
kinds, and itn degree of values these 
kinds vary, but each tale is equally 
good of its kind.” He added thar ‘the 
loftiest kind is that of the highest 
imagination.” For this reason enty he 
considered that ‘‘Ligeia’’ might he eal}l- 
ed the ‘best of his stories. Now, after 
a lapse of threescore years, tne “Fall 
of the House of Usher.”’ with its 
rene and somber beauty," would seem 
to deserve the first place of all, and 
among the detective stories, standing 
on a lower plane as they do, pecause 
they were wrought by invention rather 
than ‘hy the interpreting imagination, 
the foremost position may be gtven to 
the “‘Murders in the Rue Morgue."’ In 
‘thie tale Poe's invention is most _in- 
genious, and his subject fs setecred with 
the fullest understanding of the utmost

To bréak up this gigantic corporation, to prevent it from oontinuing a 
monopoly, is the task to which the departmeent of justice has set itself. 

- One feature of the trial clears up any doubt as to the reasonableness of 
the recent fine against the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, assessed by 
Judge Landis. Attorney Frank B. Kellogg showed that the New Jersey com- 
pany is capitalized at $100,000,000, in round numbers. The Indiana company 
has a capital of $1,000,000. Only $1 out of every $1,000 of its stock is 
, It has been making on its invested

capital 1,000 per cent a year. 

‘The ownership of these subsidiary companies is the fact of overwhelming 
interest developed in the present trial. If the Indiana company, the Ken- 
tucky company, the’ New York and Ohio companies are owned and con- 
trolled by the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, this oi! trust is the 
most stupendous monopoly of this or any other age. That such is its inter- 
est has been proven. 

The vast resources of the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey are 
back of the Indiana company, which was recently found guilty of rebating. 
This being the case, the public will not believe and the courts will probably 
not hold that a fine equivalent to one-half the annual earnings of the com. 
pany is unfair or, excessive. | 

If the Standard Oil Company is a monopoly in restraint of trade, as 
the evidence would tend to show, it should be broken up. It has been 
proven guilty of illegal practices‘and should be made to pay the penalty. 

The fine assessed by Judge Landis is only one incident of the prosecu- 
tion against this giant law-breaking corporation. It should be dissolved and 
prevented from continuing its, unlawful career...

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JUSTICE TO PEOPLE AND RAILROADS. 
The Constitution ‘publishes elsewhere an interesting communication 
from Mr. J.B. Cole, of ‘Boston, Ga., on the pending relations between the 


attitude: toward the carriers as unjust and oppressive, as subversive of the 
industrial development of the state, and as threatening in the end to inflict 
hardship on the élement: least able to stand it—the laboring classes. He at- 


civilizatton, cites some of ‘the minor injustices alleged to have been done 
them, ‘and would: have these corporations left undisturbed, that they might 
apély their surplus earnings to the improvements and extensions so urgently 
demanded by the expanding development of the day. 

There is a measure of truth in some of the arguments advanced by Mr. 
Cole, as The ‘Constitution has previously pointed out. There is no doubt 
that, in some instances, unscrupulous politicians have taken advantages of 
popular consciousness of corporate wrong-doing to ride into office burdened 
with pledges the fulfillment of all of which would work disaster, not only to 
corporations, but to many of the people. It is possible, too, that there is 
something of unreason and unthinking impulse in much of the public an- 
tagonism to the corporations. 

May it not, to a great extent, be attributed to the swinging of the 
pendulum overfar‘in the right direction? For Mr. Cole falls into the error 
of Editor Edmonds, of The Manufacturers’ Record, when he fails to ac- 
knowledge that the railroads themselves are, confessedly, largely responsible 
for the sentiment against them—a sentiment that was In process of accumula- 
tion many years before the demagogue recognized in it matréial for self- 


ing a period of eight: years are impressive. A half billion dollars is not, 
‘made by every corporation in thé same length of ‘time. Millions of capital 


exaltation. Mr. Cole shows too just and logical a mind to deny that, here 
in Georgia, the railroads have been guilty of a protracted series of abuses, 
the ill effects of which have been visited alike upon shipper, traveler and 
consumer. The business men in his section can point him to many of them. 

Mr. Cole also loses sight of the fact that for many years the railroads 
have ignored opportunities to do the very thing he now wants them left 
free to do—inaugurate improvements in equipment and roadbed, demanded by 
the increasing business of the state and, in their absence, seriously crippling 
these interests. They have preferred, in the majority of instances, to divert 
sums which ‘should have been spent in this direction to the payment of 
dividends on watered stock. These facts are of common knowledge and they 
go far toward explaining the present attitude of the public toward the car- 
riers... Even in the matter of petty damage suits, as instanced by Mr. Cole, 
they have pursued a dilatory policy and taken such unfair advantage of 
their superior wealth and resources as frequently to defeat the ends 
of justice. 

As far as reduced tariffs and the stappage of improvements and exten- 
sions are concerned, the railroads have not even waited a reasonable time 
to ascertain if the latter wre not possible under the new regime, with little 
detriment to the payment of fair dividends. They have jumped at the con- 
clusion that they were not ignoring the sensible compromise of experiment 
offered by Governor Glenn in North Carolina and actually adopted in 
Missouri. | : 

Finally, Mr. Cole, with Mr. Edmonds, confounds the correction of un- 
doubted abuses with an intention to destroy the source of the abuses. 
Where unrestrainted license of long duration has given rise to obvious evils 
and a faulty system, it follows that there must be readjustment: readjust- 
ment is inevitably accompanied by a temporary. upheaval. of more or less 
widespread proportions. . 

For the rest, The Constitution has the development of Georgia too nearly 
}at heart to be pessimistic as to the result. Only actual experience can 
determine whether the present policy toward the railroads is unjust to them, 


or inimical to that development. It will require the winnowing process of 
time to separate the ruinous chaff of the demagogue from the wholesome 
wheat of the true statesman and economist. The people are bent on cur 
ing abuses, not on crippling the arteries of commerce which gridiron 
the state. ; . 
4. Such precedure would be industrial suicide. They will do justice to 
the railroads, but they will demand justice from the railroads. If they 
discover that they have not drawn the line between curing and crippling 
with sufficient equity or distinction, or that they have been misled by ax- 
grinding and reckless leaders, there will-be-another and a more effectual

At the best, however, and giving the 
Cubans credit for due progress in the 
dificult art of self-rule, the outcome 
is problematical. It has yet to be 
demonstrated that the revolutionary 
tendency has been thoroughly eradi- 
cated from native blood, and that the 
people are an undivided unit is per- 
manently enlisting under the banner 
of industrial progress and stable gov- 
ernment, as against the inherent in- 
clination to fly to arms as the first 
resort against real or imaginary civic 
wrongs. 

The United States is responsible 
not only to the outside world, but to 
the people of Cuba themselves, for 
the. preservation of order in the 
island and the protection of life*and 
property, whethgr native or alien.

Attributed to Reductions in 
Outstanding Short Interests, 


Demand Was Feeble — Taking of 
Evidence in Government Suit to 
Dissolwe Standard Oil Com- 
pany Had Infiuence on 
the Market. 


New York, September 18.—A large re- 
duction in the outstanding short inter- 
est in the stock market was assigned 
as the principal cause for the languid 
subsidence in the ‘brisk upward move- 
ment which was in evidence yesterday. 
It was considered significant of this 
condition that return was made of 
some large amounts of stocks which 
had been borrowed for delivery. The 
elimination of this requirement from 
the situation left the demand feeble. 
and tneffective on prices. The progress 
of the taking of evidence In the govern- 
men tsuit to dissolve the Standard 
Oll Company was of more influence on 
the market than yesterday. The prog- 
ress of a new phase in the New York 
traction merger investigation, with the 
coming return of important witnesses, 
sharpened the attention to activities 
of this kind. Traders on the floor of 
the stock exchange drew unfavorable 
inferences from the selling of some 
very large blocks of stock of United 
States Steel on an assumption that 
the personality of the sellers represent- 
ed affiliations with important and well- 
informed interests in the stock trade. 
The incident was decisive in ending 
the upward movement which developed 
after the irregular opening in the mar- 
ket. Actual happenings with import- 
ant bearing on values were few. The 
immediate feature of the money market 
is the large offerings of mercantile 
paper, the result of being a stiff 7 per 
cent rate even for the prime grades, 
while names less well known are ré- 
ported to be paying considerably high- 
The call money market also 
still shows the effect of the payments 
making for the New York city 4 1-2 
per cent bonds. Satisfaction was felt 
by those interested In the money mar- 
ket over the showing of the national 
banks as contained in the controller’s 
compilation of reports of conditfon on 
August 22. On that date the propor- 
tion of legal reserve to deposits had 
risen to 21.33 per cent, compared with 
21.22 per cent on May 20. the date on 
the preceding call, and 20.70 ner cent 
on September 4, the nearest corre- 
sponding date last year. Another cut 
{n zopper at the metal exchange 
brought the bid price below 15 cents 
ner pound, with offerings of electro- 
Ivtic copper at !5 cents. This had the 
effect of shaing confidence that has 
shown signs of growth in an arrest 
of the decline in copper tn the neigh- 
horhood of 15 cents a pound. Stocks 
recovered part of thefr declines.

On Reports of Damage to 
Crops in Canada 


Advance in Liverpool Also Aided 
in Strengthening the Market. 
December: Delivery Showed 
Gain of One-Eighth Cent. 

Corn Was Steady. 


Chcago, September !8.—Crop damage 
reports from western Canada had a 
strengthening effect today on the 
wheat market. At the close, wheat for 
December delivery showed 4 net gain 
of 1-8c. Corn ‘and oats were each a 
shade higher. Provisions were 5 to 10 
cents lower. The wheat market opened 
strong because of an advance at Liv- 
erpool, which was caused by small of- 
ferings of Manitoba and Argentine 
wheat. For a time, trade was fairly 
active but after the first hour the mar- 
ket dragged. A decline at Minneapolis 
and Winnipeg shortly before noon 
caused a slump of almost one cent. The 
market soon rallied, however, on re- 
ports of damage by weather in the 
‘Canadian northwest. The. close was 
steady. December opened !-2 to 3-4c 
higher at 99 1-2 to 3-4, sold off to 
98 1-2@5-8c, and closed at 99 Ii-8c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 563,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,270,000 bushels, against 
1,061,000 bushels on the same day last 
year. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago 
reported receipts of 70! cars, against 
376 last week, and 7/7 cars a year ago. 

Corn was easy at the opening, be- 
cause of liberal receipts and favorable 
weather for the new crop. Later, the 
market became firmer on reports of 
damage by wheat in the southwest and 
predictions of cold weather for the 
northwest, it beng feared that the drop 
in the temperature might extend to the 
corn belt. The close was steady De- 
cember opened 8-8c lower to I1-8c 
higher at 56 to !-2, sold between 
55 7-8c and 56 6-8c, and closed at 
56 3-8@I-2c.. Local receipts were 331!
